After providing, in Article VIII, 
section 1 an 2, for an Association 
paper, he proceeds, in section 

one article, to provide that 
" No matter pertaining to th 

ion shall be published in the 
official organ without the consent of 
the president," aud in section 5, 
that "the president, with the ap- 
d of the Executive Committee, 
shall have power to appoint the 
editor of the official organ." 

Now, Mr Kditor, this strikes me 
as placing a gOOd deal of vet \ 
abused power in the hands of the 
president. The president appoint- 
ing the Executive Committee, the 
membership thereof could easily be 
composed of his creatures, entirely 
subservient to his wishes; and, con- 
sequently, the editor also, owing his 

appointment to the president, would 
be under the hitter's thumb. 

This right to appoint the editor 
of the official organ, coupled with 
his right to exercise censorship over 
all communications pertaining to the 
Association, would give the 
dent, if he chose to exercise it, the 
power of muzzling the press in as 
the official organ was concern- 
ed.

Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The preaeni Church 

iH Hitiuit.iMl on 1 18th Street, juat, west 
of Amsterdam Avwnm, and ia built 

some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit, the erec- 
tion of audi a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
U) the church ediliceand be a center 
of religions and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (Jallaudet 
hoped daring hia lifetime to see the 
erection of thla building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nana haa always 

been associated. This waa not pet. 

milted, and it ia augKcaled as a 
moat titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann'a Church ia used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The uew building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-live feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet, in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
iigioua and industrial needs of the 
deaf mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " The (Jallau- 
det Memorial Pariah Building" will 
be about 180,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose lite was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
hoaitily endorse the memorial.
